PARMALEE LEARNED TO 
FLY UNDER BROORINS. 


— — 

Phil Parmalee was first seen here 
in the second aviation meet in 1910-11. 
He came as the third member of the 
Wright team, Brdokins and Hoxey be- 
ing considered the star performers in 
aerial acrobatics and altitude climbs, 
while Parmalee was the racing driver 
sent especially to handle the Baby 
Wright fiyer. 

Parmalee learned to fly under Wal- 
ter Brookins in the Wright trial fields 
near Birmingham, Ala., in the early 
summer of 1910. When Brookins went 
on his first starring, trip, Parmalee 
went to the Dayton factory and aero- 
drome and took lessons directly of 
Wilbur Wright in the Baby Wright, 
which was only an infant in size, al- 
though the engine was more powerful 
wan in the other Wright machines. 

Up to that time Wilbur Wright was 
the only one to test the Baby, but 
he permitted Parmalee to gradually. 
work into it and then entered him 
in the big international speed contest 
at New York. The Baby was so un- 

with its small plane surface and 
great horse power that it bucked into 
a pole and was wrecked 

Public attempts to use the eight- 
cylinder. eighty-horse-power machine 
were discontinued after that experi- 
ence. and. though Parmalee was sup- 
— to have the big engine in the 

aby here, he was in reality using 
the four-cylinder, forty-horse-power 
motor, and in brushes with Radley's 
sixty-horse-power Gnome in a Bleriot 
and Curtiss's sixty and eighty-horse- 
power speeders he was beaten. Nev- 
ertheless he made a remarkable show- 
ing in piloting the little machine with- 
out taking a spill. 

During last winter's aviation meet 
at Dominguez Field, Parmalee was one 
of the features. With Lincoln Beach- 
ey, he performed the most startling 
evolutions in the air that have ever 
been witnessed in America. His brav- 
ery in making a flight at night on 
one evening of the week's meet was 
commented upon. 

Parmalee was noted as one of the 
most careful aviators in the business, 
and during the meet here he was in 
much demand by individuals who de- 
sired to have the experience of flying. 
@ made several noted flights in Los 
Angeles and several attempts at the 
altitude record, but owing to defective 
instruments was unable to officially 
set a mark. 
Following the meet here, Parmalee 
and Clifford Turpin, who was seriously 
injured a few days ago at Seattle, 
started out for themselves as free 
sances and broke with the Wright 
brothers. Just after that break Pa: 
malee stated to a friend: : 

“I have earned and turned over to 
the Wrights over $90,000, and never 
hroke a stick in my biplane.” 

Turpin and Parmalee went to Ven- 
ice after the meet here and for a 
month or more made flights at the 
seaside resort. several times each 
week. 

They attended a meeting held at 
San Francisco and participated with- 
out accident, and later started for a 
tour of the cities of the Northwest. 
Leaving Turpin in a hospital in Seat- 
tle, as a result of the latter’s acci- 
dent, Parmalee, who seemed not ta 
know fear, started out alone to keep 
the last engagement at North Yakima. 
where he met his degth, 

Curiously enough, both machines 
were built 5 Jay Gage in his fac- 
tory at Griffith\Aviation Park, the first 
two aeroplanes turned out from the 
park.

OYSTER BAY (N. x.) June 1.—

Hadley of Missouri to be his candi- 
date for the place, he indicated today 
that he would waive his objections 
if it seemed wiser to his supporters 
to reserve their fire for the more im- 
portant contests. 
Whether Col. Roosevelt will go to

is now an open questi . The 
colonel virtually served notice on his 
opponents that under certain ciroum- 
stances he might go.

HEALTH FRANZ 
AGAIN CONCERNS EUROPE. 


Ruler of the Dual Monarchy Said to Be in a Bad Way 

Since Death of His Aged Chaplain—Strauss Obsessed

the Emperor Francis Joseph, the 

“grand old man of Europe,” 18 
again giving his people grave con- 
cern. the recent death of his 
octogenarian chaplain and confessor, 
Monsignor Mayor, he has developed 
symptoms of despondency which have 
alarmed the court physicians. He was 
advised not to attend the chaplain's 
funeral, owing to the sudden change 
in the weather from intense heat to a 
chilling rain, but Ne insisted upon 
heading the cortege of mourners. “He 
was my faithful friend and counsel- 
lor,” said his Imperial Majesty,’ “and 
I cannot refuse this slight token of 
my affection for him.” 

AN AGED COMEDIAN. 

The day before the funeral of Mon- 
signor Mayor, the Emperor gave audi- 
ence to another old friend, Herr Bau- 
meister, the senior player in the Im- 
perial Burgtheater. This 
actor is still able to make audiences 
laugh and cry at the ripe old age of 84. 
He treasures a wonderful stock of 
stage stories culled from his experi- 
ences as a player during sixty years 
and more, and is still adding to the 
diary which he began with his first 
appearance behind the footlights. Al- 
though Herr Baumeister is so old he 
has frequently been on the point of 
making an American tour. He was 
offered an engagement by a New York 
syndicate three years ago. Only one 
thing deterred him from accepting— 
the long sea voyage. 

“The only time I have ever been 
to sea,” he says in his droll way, 
“wae when I played Vanderdecken: 
and the way they rolled the scenic sea 
around made me so sick that I could 
not act for a fortnight afterwards”

BAKERSFIELD, May 30.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] It is, I assure 
you, with more than ordinary pleasure 
that notice the Tejon Pass 
route for the proposed great State 
highway has been favored thus far 
by the State Highway Commission, for 
the simple reason that they consider 
the same much shorter and more 
direct, and, also, that there will be 
a most material difference in the 
actual cost of construction between

MAYOR MAY DEMAND > 
TWO BOARDS RESIGN. 


ESIGNATION of some members 
Ree the Harbor Commission and 

the Board of Public Works and an 
efficial investigation of the office of 
the City Engineer is possible out- 
come of the strained relations that 
have developed at the City Hall with- 
in the past few weeks, and that 
reached an acute stage yesterday. 

Mayor Alexander said last night he 
will require an investigation of both 
boards, and it is understood that ac- 
tion will be taken in the City Council 
on Tuesday to bring about an investi- 
gation of the City Engineer's office, at 
least five members of the Council 
favoring such action. 

The Mayor, who has declared pub- 
licly that he camndt langer stand 
the pressure, conferred with five of 
the Councilmen on their trip to San 
Pedro Friday on the situation where- 
in the Harbor Commission is at logger- 
heads with the Board of Public Works 
and Councilmen are making public 
attacks on the management of the of- 
fice of the City Engineer, who is sub- 
ject to the orders of the Board of 
Public Works as well as engineer for 
the Harbor Commission and ex-officio 
harbor engineer for the city. “3 

Two other conferences between the 
Mayor and certain Councilmen were 
held yesterday, but the Mayor at no 
time was able to get all of the Coun- 
cllmen together to outline a 
definite plan of action. After the 
conferences, however, the Mayor made 
the statement that an investigation 
of both boards will be demanded, 

“I have been striving for peace, and 
we've simply got to have it,” said the 
Mayor yesterday. “I hoped to bring 
this about quietly, but the Counett 
precipitated matters by its open at- 
tack on the City Engineer’s depart- 
ment. and it is for the Councilmen te 
file their charges so that a regular 
investigation may be held. I have net 
asked for the resignation of members 
ef the Harbor Commission and the 
Board of Public Works, but I am not 
sayihg what I will do. We must have

backward communities throughout the 
country. The short-sightedness of 
protesting against the construction of 
good roads out of public funds on the 
score that they were to be used by 
the comparatively few who can afford 
to own automobiles has long since 
been clearly demonstrated.

Already the contracts have been let 
for nearly forty miles of the valley 
road, this to de constructed in four 
sections.

Month Just Closed One of Great- 
est in City’s History—Year’s Build- 
ing Valuation Over Eleven Million. 

During May, 1880 permits were is- 
sued in thig city, calling for an ag- 
gregate expenditure of $2,277,861 for 
new buildings. The figures broke all 
former May records, the best previous 
totals being those of last year when 
1011 permits, representing a valua- 
tion of $1,915,529, were issued. 

Of the May permits, 551 were for 
new dwellings of one, one and one- 
half and two stories, these houses 
representing a total valuation of §1,- 
198,269. New apartment-houses of 
three and four stories, represented a 
valuation of $468,242. The only large 
single item was that represented in 
the permit for the $243,000 addition 
to Bullock's. 

To date for the year, the bul'dirg 
department has issued 6253 permits 
for new structures, whose aggregate 
cost is $11,325,937. The figures for 
the corresponding part last year, up 
to then the banner period, were 4608 
permits and $8,766,053 valuation. 


BOARD VISITS VALLEY TRACT. 

Approximately $400,000 has been 
expended upon Michillinda, the pic- 
turesque residential suburb in the 
San Gabriel Valley.

Magon Brothers to Be Tried 
Beginning Tuesday. | 


Member of Madero’s Cabinet 
Is Their Relative. 


His Good Offices Expected to 
Have Influence. 


— — 

The long-delayed trial ot the titular 
heads of the Mexican insurrecto junta, 
Ricardo Flores Magon and Enrique 
Magon, brothers, and Librado Rivera! 
and Anselmo Figueroa, is to be begun 
in the United States Court, 
Tuesday. 
For more than a year the Federal 
government has been endeavoring to 
bring them to book on charges of 
violation of the neutrality laws. 


Gelay is alleged to be 
due to efforts of Jesus 
a member of President Ma- 


dero’s Cabinet and a brother of two of 
the accused, to stave off the trial as 
long as possible in the hope that in- 
ternational affairs would so shape 
themselves as to enable him to help 
his relatives 

Jesus Magon is Secretary of the In- 
terior of Mexico and it is understood 
he is using his good offices in behalf 
of his brothers. President Madero 
is openly committed to the pro- 
gramme of punishing the alleged con- 
spirators who, in the summer of 1911 
made his life miserable by their op- 
erations in Lower California. 

With the arrest of the Magons and 
the temporary discontinuance of Re- 
generation there was a falling away 
of the enthusiasm of the disturbera, 
it is asserted, but when Jesus Magon 
was appointed Secretary of the In- 
terior there was a resumption of ac- 
tivities and the paper again appeared. 

Jesus Magon is one of the leaders 
of advanced thought in Mexico and 
stands high in the opinion of Presi- 
dent Madero. The local Magons have 
had but little in common with their 
more successful brother. Ricardo 
Magon, say those who know him, has 
always been considered the “black 
sheep” of the Magon family. Several 
years ago Ricardo, Librado Rivera, 
and two other “patriots” were con- 
victed of violating the neutrality laws 
and served a term each in the peni- 
tentlary at Florence, Ariz. 

It is estimated that the government 
has already spent not less.than $5000 
in the Magon prosecution and every 
effort will be made to begin the trial 
Tuesday.” Forty witnesses have been 
subpoenaed in behalf of the govern- 
ment, and it is ed that twice 
that number will be ready to testify 
for the defendants. It is expected 
that when the case is called Tuesday 
morning endeavor will be made to se- 
cure a further postponement by the 
defense because of the alleged poverty 
of the prisoners, who assert they have 
been unable to secure the attendance 
of witnesses, or have their depositions 
taken, 

Meanwhile, every effort is being 
made by the defense to open the way 
for the postponement of the hearing to 
obtain the good offices of President 
Madero for the nominal punishment 
of the Magon brothers in case convic- 
tion follows. The bonds in all of the 
cases are less than $5000 for all four 
defendants.

“crown of thorns” speech, sixteen 
years ago. When it was completed

It is a stately castellated structure, 
built of stone, and is adorned by 
reund turrets at the corners and 
flanking the entrances. It occupies 
a whole block of five and a half 
acres fronting the tracks of the

| Sixty-second and Sixty-third streets, 
at the formor of which this railway 
has a special Coliseum station, where 
delegates and spectators from afar 
may leave their trains without the 
delay of traveling through the city. 
From this depot steps lead directly 
into one of the main entrances of the 
hall. 

So vast is the hall that from one 
end to the other you will be able to 
count 111 rows of seats, on the main 
floor alone. And down here there 
will be so many sections of seats that 
the alphabet has been used forty- 
seven times in designating the chairs.

years, There will be more than two 
seats for each of the 190 newspapers 
and press associations now maintain- 
ing telegraph correspondents in the 
press galleries of Congress. Some of 
these papers will take an entire staff 
ta each convention, including a man- 
aging editor, artists and dope“ writ- 
ers, while others will be represented 
ba a single reporter. 

From the press section, in the hall, 
pneumatic tubes will carry these 
scribes’ copy directly down to a big 
telegraph office underneath the 
speakers’ platform. The busy cer 
respondent, sitting at his desk, di- 
rectly in front of the rostrum, will 
have an assistant to sort his copy 
and dump it down the tube, which 
will shoots it out upon a table at the 
operator's right arm. 

This journalistic army will sit side- 
wise toward the speaker, on one 
hand. and toward four great blocks 
of delegates upon the other, 

These delegates—the men who will 
actually make all of the history to 
be wired from the convention hall— 
will oecupy the front half of the pit. 
There will be 1078 of these this year 
— ninety-nine more then voted in the 
last Republican convention, 172 more 
than sat in that which chose McKin- 
ley in 1896. 

They will sit in four panels of seats 
forming a block twenty-two chairs 
deep and fifty chairs wide. Directly 
behind them will be a similar black 
reserved for as many alternates-— 
the reserve force whose members 
will hold themselves in readiness to 
reinforce the army of § delegates 
should any of these fail to awaken 
on any convention morning. And di- 
rectly behind this auxiliary army will 
be a great semi-circle of seats for 640 
spectators, allowed to come in on the 
ground floor. Surrounding these, as 
well as the alternates And delegates, 
will be placed a great horseshoe ter- 
race, from whose slopes will gaze 
down upon the show a multitude of 
nearly 3000 onlookers. Upon he

The press 
associations and telegraph companies 
have selected from among the great 
cities East and West their most ex- 
pert “code senders,“ men who can 
send 3500 words an hour on the wire. 
sent to the Chicago 
Coliseum in a fortnight and be packed 
off from there directly to the con- 
vention hall in Baltimore. This force 
will include America’s greatest mas- 
ters in the art of sending telegrams, 
an art far more difficult than that of 
receiving, as is attested by the fact 
that there are a dozen expert re- 
ceivers to one expert sender. 

More than a million words will be 
wired out of the convention cities 
daily while the great nominating 
bodies are in session. Many of the 
great metropolitan dailies will have 
a half dozen spetial wires apiece. 
The force at each of the hotels in 
the convention cities will be trebled, 
and several hostelries housing news- 
paper staffs will be equipped with 
private wires working directly into 
the newspaper offices in New York. 

Bulletin wires’ will also be run 
from the convention halls to connect 
with all of the big newspaper offices 
in the country. It is along these 
wires that the first announcement of 
each convention choice will be sped 
to the multitudes hovering in. the | 


streets of hundreds of cities. Then.

THE RAILWAY WORLD. 


[Bankers Magazine:] The 2.100, 
000 freight cars of the railroads of 
the United States, valued at $2,500,- 
000, %, and capable of holding 147,- 
600,000,000 pounds at a time, are 
scficient to form a single train around 
the earth at the latitude of Chicago. 

In them are hauled annually over 
1,500,000,000 tons of freight, each ton 
of which is carried 151 miles. 
is equal to hauling one ton almost 
220,000,000,000 miles. 

The 46,000 passenger cars of the 
railroads of the United States, valued 
at $300,000,000, are capable of seat- 
ing at one time 2,300,000 people, and 
if pressed for room, would accommo- 
date probably 3,500,000 persons. 

They transport annually almost 
900,000, % passengers, each of whom 
rides approximately thirty-three miles. 
Practically, therefore, one passenger is 
hauled 30,000,000, % miles. 

There are 57,000 locomotives, doing 
service for the railroads of this 
country, 47,000 of which are used to 
transport people and, wares. The to- 
tal number is estim@ed to be worth 


no less than 71,00 6,000. 

The freight and passenger locomo- 
tives alone cover 8,500,000 miles in a 
single year. 

The engines consume annually fuel 
and water enough to cost the public 
earriers of the country, $278,000,000, 
the effect of the distribution of which 
is felt in every nook and corner of 
the land. 

Yet the owners of these vast facili- 
tles, rendering so tremendous a serv- 
ice to the people of the country, re- 
ceived for the year ending June 30, 
1809, only $236,000,000 in dividends 
on a to capitalization of $14,900,- 
600.000. 


The trackage of the United States, 
250,000 miles, would build a railroad 
from the earth to the moon, and 
100,000 miles beyond, or 133 trans- 


}ecntinental railroads. 


The rails of the 360,000 miles of 
our tracks weigh approximately 43,- 
000,000 tons, and would counterbal- 
ence the weight of three-fourths of 
the people of the earth. Tiere are 
enough to form eighty-two steel roads 
with which to skewer the earth. 

To hold the rails to the ties, in 
round numbers, thirty times as many 
spikes are necessary, 300,000,000, as 
the number of stars which even the 
keen lens and the sensitive film of the 
camera have been able to reveal. The 
cost of these spikes alone is approxi- 
mately $30,000,000. 

Practically $00,000,000 ties, 7,650,- 
000 feet long, receive these spikes. 

To transport each passenger the 
railroads move four and a half tons 
of equipment, or dead weight, useful 
only in making it possible to carry a 
passenger in safety and comfort. 

For each family in the United States 
the ratlroads ship seventy-five tons an- 
nually; this is equal to one ton bein 
shipped a total distance of 11,32 
miles. 

Each inhabitant of the United States 
takes approximately ten trips on the 
railroads yearly of thirty-three miles 
each. The cost of this service is only 
1 7-10 cents per day per capita, and 
nothing if he does not choose to 
travel. 


. Engineers’ Wages. 

(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:) In 
view of the locomotive engineers’ 
wage discussion and Grand Chief 
Stone’s claim that an engineer's pay 
ig not commensurate with the respon- 
sibility he has to bear, railroad men 
are calling attention to a report made 
by Special Agent Ames of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. His re- 
port is on the average wages pal 
railway employees in England, com- 
pared with the report of average 
wages id to railway employees in 
the United States. England, per day 
of twelve hours: Engineers, $1.55; 
firemen, 96 cents; conductors, §1.21; 
brakemen, 95 cents; switchmen, 94 
cents; trackmen, 94 cents. United 
States, per day of ten hours: Engi- 
neers, $4.80; firemen, $2.85; conduc- 
tors, $4.11; brakemen, $2.81: switch- 
men, $2.80; trackmen, $1.32. 

On the railways of Belgium, which 
are owned by the government, fire- 
men receive $15.20 to $22.80 r 
month, the higher wage only alter 
fifteen years’ service. ngineers be- 
gin at $22.50 per month, and at the 
end of twenty-four years’ service work 
up to $38 a month. Conductors earn 
from $17.97 per month to a maximum 


of $34.70. Brakemen begin as switch- 
men at 45 cents per day. When pro- 
moted they receive $17.10 per month 
and work up to §22 per month. The

DOCTORS 
BY THE YEAR. 
SHOULD COPY FROM CHINESE, 


SAYS FAMOUS PHYSICIAN. 


Half the People of Germany Now 
Have Their Physician Under a 
Yearly Oontract and Fourteen 
Million of People of England Will 
Soon Come Under Same Condition. 


— — 


[Detroit News:] Americans 
could learn from the Chinese how to 
keep in better health than they are 
now by hiring doctors by the year,” 
said Dr. Woods Hutchinson, optimis- 
tic writer on popular and unpopular 
physical ailments. “Perhaps the 
medical profession would object, 
however, if they went the length to 
which the Chinese nobility goes, and 
put the doctor in jail if the patient 
gets sick and behead him if the pa- 
tient dies.” 


“You can drink coffee if you like,” 
says Dr. Hutchinson, “provided you 
don’t drink more than three cups at 
a meal.“ He drank his full three at 
breakfast at the Pontchartrain yes- 
terday, and ate hot rolls, egg omelet 
and broiled ham, while he told how 
the medical profession, if they had 
reasonable control over the children, 
could increase the efficiency of the 
next generation by 35 to 50 per cent. 

“There should always be expensive 
food given to children,” he said. 
“Cheap food means cheap children.” 

He was asked if he thought the 
average doctor would agree to a 
yearly contract to look after the 
health of individuals or families and 
if such contracts were ever made in 
this country. 

“He would hesitate a long while 
before refusing it, and would prob- 
ably accept it.“ was the answer. “A 
few years ago such a contract would 
have been considered unethical, 
against the rules of the union, you 
know; but now many doctors wel- 
come such contracts, many are made 
and the time will come when they 
will be the rule. | 

“It would be cheaper for the aver- 
age family, too. It is easy to figure 
almost exactly how much each fam- 
fly must pay to doctors in the course 
of a year under the present system 
of trying to recover the horse after it 
has been stolen. A doctor could 
charge much less than this average, 
because he could then do preventive 
work. Also he could stipulate in his 
contract that the family would have 
to look out for themselves a little; 
that is, observe the ordinary rules of 
sanitation and hygiene. That would 
be locking the barn before the horse 
aver was stolen. 

“It would make people live longer 
and make them happier while they 
lived if these preventive measures 
could be taken. It would make the 
race more athletic. It would increase 
the efficiency of the workingman won- 
derfully.” 

On the subject of eating and the 
benefits to be derived from the right 
kind of foed the doctor is especially 
emphatic. 

“Why, just by attending to their 
nutrition, seeing to it that they ate 
the right kind of food and plenty of 
it,” he said, “I could almost double 
the efficiency of a large per cent. of 
the working class of this country and 
half the working people of Burope. 
Of course, to afford the kind of food 
that would be best for them, they 
must earn good wages, but it would 
pay the employer to give them enough 
money to feed them properly. It isn't 
simply a question of giving the work- 
ingman enough to keep soul and body 
together. To get the most out of a 
man he should be given enough to feed 
himself well and live comfortably.” 

The example of several Detroit 
firms in cutting down the working 
hours from ten to nine a day was 
cited by Dr. Hutchinson. : 

That's fine, that's great,” he sald. 
“Anything like that that gives the 
ee better living conditions 

fine.” 

Children are very much in the mind 
of Dr. Hutchinson when it comes to 
‘constructive medicine. Through their 
proper care he sees the regeneration 
of the race physically and by im- 
proved physique will come improved 
minds and morals. 

“By the way, half the people of 
Germany now have their physician un- 
der a yearly contract, and about 14,- 
000,000 in England will come under 
the provisions of a new law by which 
they will receive medical service free 
on payment of annual dues.”

{New York Sun:] Up the tribu- 
taries of the Amazon to places far bo- 


before, the University of Pennsylvania | 
is sending an expedition which will | 
bring back moving pictures of the | 
savages--there are about 373 tribes 
of whom civilized men know next to 
nothing—and to make phonograph 


Algot Lange, who has just written a 
book on the Amazon country, has been 
chosen to head the expedition. He 
and five or six other men will start 
from New York early in September, 
and plan to be gone three years. 
Lange returned from his other trip 
in the back country of Brazil late in 
November of 1910. He was sick with 
malaria, worn out with the hard life | 
in the wet region along the Amazon. | 
They gave him forty grains of quinine | 
a day after he came to New York, and 
at last he was ready to write about 
what he had seen. And now the 
University of Pennsylvania has de- 
tailed him to go back to South Amer- 
ica to get ethnological specimens for 
its museum, bows and arrows, blow 
ipes, clubs and other weapons, cloth- 
ng, or as much of it as the natives 
wear, houses, cooking utensils, musi- 
cal instruments and other things) 
which will show what the savages use 
in their daily life, and above all clse 
. pictures and phonograph rec- 
0 
These last are what Lange hopes 
most to get, and he thinks t they 
will be of endless interest to Ameri- 
cans who cannot look for themselves 
at the bad country behind the Ama- 
zon River. He will take about five 
miles of moving-picture film, and sev- 
eral dozen blank records. He does 
not underestimate the danger of pro- 
curing the pictures or the records. 
“We will have to make friends with 
the natives as best we can,” he said 
yesterday. Two of us will go and live 
in a village until we have got their 
confidence, and then we will take the 
pictures and the records. It won't 
do to try anything until they see that | 
we don't mean harm. I figure that it 
will take three or four months to do 
each village.“ 
Lange, who is married and has been 
living in New York for the best part | 
of the last eight years, goes to Phila- 
delphia to spend the summer fitting | 
out for his expedition. He will take 
a steam yacht of small draught 80 
that he can go away up the tributaries | 
as far as the cataracts. The boat will 
be equipped with all things necessary | 
to keep the party comfortable in the | 
soggy weather of the Amazon Valley. | 
She will have her own refrigerator 
plant, plenty of mosquito netting at 
the portholes, electric fans and per- 
haps a wireless equipment. Lange 
expects to see Commodore Benedict, 
who is something of an authority on | 
the Amazon himself and who controls | 
a wireless company which serves the 
cities and villages along the Amazon | 
proper, to see if the exploring boat 
cannot have a wireless which will 
work the commodore's stations. 
Lange points out that there is 4 
great chance in his party for a young | 
naval officer who isn’t afraid of a rough 
and tumble trip. He wants a man 
who is at once a navigator, a hydro- | 
grapher—and there is plenty ot this | 
kind of work for a man to do, Lange | 
explains, for the Amazon country js | 
mostly under water for two-thirds of | 
the year-end a good man in the 
woods. This navigator probably | 
the man whom Lange will take with | 
him into the real jungle.

“He knows just the things I want my 
navigator to know, and he is willing 
to take hard treatment from the 
country.” 

And he wants a doctor also, who 
will have a chance to study tropical 
fevers, beri-beri and the like. Be- 
side these there will have to be a ma- 
rine engineer, a moving picture man 
who can develop his own films or 
those that Lange himself exposes, and 
who can do stenography and work a 
typewriter. The ship's cook will have 
to know how to turn into good food 
whatever meat the hunters bring in, 
tapir, anteater, wild hog, water 
snakes, forest turkey, parrot or mon- 
key. The sixth man will be what 
Lnage calls a general assistant” and 
he will have to know something of 
ethnology. 

The pian is to get away from New 
York early in September, so that the 
yacht will reach the Amazon toward 
the middie of the dry season. It will 
go up the river 1000 miles to Manaos 
and then on to the mouth of the River 
Negro. Commodore Benedict's yacht 
Virginia was the first steam vessel to 
go far up the Negro. He made the 
trip a year ago and found the Negro 
to be as big a stream as the Hudson. 

Lange's yacht will go up the Negro 
to the first cataract, which he esti- 
mates to be about 700 miles from its 
confluence with the Amazon. There 
the boat will anchor and he will se- 
lect one of his men, the man upon 
whom he thinks he can rely best for 
the hard work of the inland jour- 
ney, probably the navigator, and take 
to @ canoe. Lange expects to find 
such @ canoe as he wants somewhere 
along the Negro. 
foot dugout, a tricky craft called a 
montaria, with a tough bottom. 

With this boat Lange and his com- 
panion and three or four natives as 
canoe men will start on up the Negro. 
He estimates that there are sixty- 
eight breaks in the river in the 200 
miles beyond where the yacht will 
anchor. If they are simply rapids the 
canoe will be drawn up with a heavy 
line; but if the falls tumble straight 
then he will have to cut ai path 
through the forest and push the canoe 
around the falls on rollers. 

The canoe will be stocked with the 
moving-picture outfit and the phono- 
graph, condensed food to eke out the 
natives.

The old-time prospector who wore 
large whiskers and bull leather boots 
is now rapidly passing into history.

For months perhaps the crocodiles 
in the river live at peace with man- 
kind, and then suddenly one of these 
creatures will, carry off some iad 
bathing in the river, or even attack 
some one paddling along in his boat. 
I know of a Dyak girl who, when sit- 
ting and paddling at the stern of a 
canoe, was knocked over into the 
water and carried away by a crocodile 
and her companions could do nothing 
te save her. | 

There seems to be no reason why 
the crocodile should suddenly show a 
man-eating propensity in this way. 
The Dyake account for it by curious 
superstitions. They say that if food 
is offered to a person and he refuses 
it and gocs away without at least 
touching it some misfortune is sure to 
befall him, and he will most probably 
be attacked by a crocodile, 

Also, it is said that one of the ways 
the gods punish crime is by sending 
a croccdile to attack the culprit; and 
I have often heard it said by Dyaks 
of some one who has been killed by 
a crocodile that probably he has dis- 
pleased the gods, either by paying no 
heed to the warnings sent him in 
dreams or by means of omen birds 
or by committing some hidden crime. 

The Dyaks of Borneo will not kill 
a crocodile except in revenge. If the 
animal will live at peace with him 
the Dyak has no wish to start a quar- 
rel; if, however, the crocodile breaks 
the truce and kills some one then 
he feels justifiéd in retaliating. Un- 
der these circumstances the Dyaks 
set to work to find the culprit and 
zo on catching and killing crocodiles 
until they succeed in doing so. The 
Drake generally wear brass orna- 
ments and by cutting open a dead 
crocodile they easily find out if he 
is the creature they wish to punish.

HOLLYWOOD MAN INVENTS 
SOMETHING FOR OIL MEN. 


— 


N INVENTION that promises to 

be of much value to oil men has 

been perfected by a Hollywood 
man, Hugh A. Bardeen. The in- 
vention is a device for the drilling 
ef oll wells by means of electric mo- 
tors that are attached to the end of 
the casing and lowered into the well 
as the drilling progresses. . 

As drilling is now handled in the 
rotary fields it is necessary to turn 
the entire length of casing in order 
to turn the drill and as the well 
grows deeper, the length of pipe that 
must be turned grows longer, re- 
quiring more power and making the 
operations much slower. With Mr. 
Bardeen's invention the motive pow- 
er is applied directly to the drilling 
hit and the electricity is applied to 
the motors from power overhead. 
The drill can thus be operated at a 
much greater rate of speed 
under ordinary methods.

I know a pro- 
ducer who at several times of his life 
Was worth $300,000, but he broke 
himself up again and egain by digging 
empty holes in the ground. But the 
lure of the, earth led him on, and he 
pawned his wife's diamonds, put up an 
old derrick, ad was happy again 
listening to the music of the walking 
beam. Poverty nor riches can cure 
the habit. It costs $3000 in West Vir- 
ginia, where the pools are deep in the 
ground, to get, or what usually hap- 
pens, not to get, oil. 

“The shrewd Mr. Rockefeller never

sold oil in Oklahoma for 30 cents 
a barrel. I kicked then. I am get- 
ting 50 cents today and am still 
kicking. I see my oil manufactured 
into kerosene, gasoline, paraffin and 
vaseline, and sold at the rate of $5 
a barrel. I am a human being and 
so is every other producer. 

“The ‘great shut-down,’ it was 
argued, would compel John D. to 
make terms. Cutting off his supply, 
1 suppose, did give him a alight 
shock, but the shut-down didn't 
work. The boys had notes coming 
due at the banks, the walking 
beams began to pump and the shut- 
down was off. But the Standard had 
learned something. The policy of 
keeping money out of property in 

wells was given a little elasticity. A 


simply, I dare say, as a pfotection 
against possible strikes of the pro- 
ducers in the future. I haven't the 
figures, but I suppose the Standard 
now pumps from its own wells one- 
tenth of the raw oil supply of 
country. 

“You asked me if anybody was

up on the banks of Eldorado Creek. I 
thawed out the gravel in my cabin and 
paid for the opening of the mine as I 
went along. Some of it vielded me 
$100 a bucket. A Cornell man, the 
second oar in the university boat crew, 
ran a laundry and charged $1 for 
washing a white shirt. No one but 
gamblers and fools wore collars or 
cuffs. But that was no country for 
a permanent home, and there was a 
young lady at Titusville whom I 
wanted to marry. Returning to civil- 
ization, I became an oil producer and 
not an oil roustabout around a der- 
rick. The only difference between 
a producer and a roustabout is that 
the one has a little capital and the 
other hasn't.“

PHYSIOLOGICAL MISER. 

A noted English statistician has 
calculated that of two children, a boy 
and a girl, born on the same day, the 
boy will have only seventeen chances 
against eleven for living one year, 
while the girl will have twenty-one 
chances against eleven. From 5 to 
15 there appears to be but little dif- 
ference. but from 15 to 19, the criti- 
cal period in the life of the female, 
the boy will have 269 chances and the 
girl 277 changes of living, against one 
of death. 

This advantage in favor of the fe- 
male increases, espocially from 35 to 
75. w the ratio drops slightly till 
after 80, when the man will have only 
three chances of life against one of 
death, while the woman's chances will 
be much greater. 

If 1000 able-bodied men and 109) 
able-bodied women be uniformed, 
armed and equipped for battle and 
ordered on a long and weary march 
to the front, more men would prob- 
ably reach their cestination, wulle 
more women would be found exhaust- 
ed, but more men found dead on the 
roadside.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH CONTROL 


— 
Necessity of Such Action Called to 
the Governmment’s Attention as 
Early as Ten Years Ago. 
3 and Navy Journal:] There 
was something prophetic, as well az 
admonitory, in the comm. 


cerning wireless telegraphy. 
up now with striking significance in 
view of the difficulties encountered in 

wireless communigation concerning 
the disaster which sent the Titanic to 
the bottom of the sea. In 1902 the 
bureau of equipment was negotiating 
with various wireless companies in an 
effort to accomplish some  arrange- 
ment by which there would be ade- 
quate control of this means of com- 
munication. The greatest difficulty 
Was encountered at every turn. Rear- 
Admiral Bradford called attention to 
the interference with wireless mes- 
Sages, then so menacing, and pointed’ 
out the importance of a governmental 
control of all wireless transmitting 
and receiving stations, adding, It al- 
80 appears important that this should 
be done before the vested interests in 
connection therewith become too 
great,’ the bureau then having es- 
pecially in mind a large wireless sta- 
tion recently established by a foreign 
company on Cape Cod.” 

Admiral Bradford stated, also, in 
his report: “The bureau is officially 
informed that foreign countries are 
exercising careful supervision over the 
location of wireless stations within 
their respective territorial limits with 
the view of having at all times abso- 
lute control over them. In time of 
war, the department will undoubtedly 
find it necessary to communicate by 
means of wireless telegraphy with 
certain receiving stations along the 
coast. Nothing should be permitted 
to interfere with the transmission of 
such messages, nor should it be pos- 
sible for unauthorized persons to re- 
ceive them. The only practical meth- 
od of insuring this result is to secure 
government control over all wireless 
telegraph stations along the coast. It 
is suggested that legislation to this 
end be requested.” 

That was ten years ago and nothing 
has been done, although something 
was attempted by people who appreci- 
ate the necessity of protecting radio- 
communication from the interference 
that would not onlv impair its value 
but, under certain cirdumstances, 
would bring great injury and disaster 
to those in danger. That phase of the 
situation has appeared in the experi- 
ence of the lost Titanic, as it has re- 
peatedly on other less notable 
sions. 

The bureau of equipment from the 
first made a diligent effort to obtain 
legislation which would effect govern- 
ment control of wireless communica- 
tion. It sought, also, to prevent a 
monopoly which was a threatening as- 
pect of the early development of the 
system and Rear-Admiral Bradford 
succeeded in that plan, although he 


was seriously handicapped by g¢ondi- 


tions which were persistent and for- 
midable.

UNITED STATES Is FELT. 
— 


Strikes Ozar’s Commercial Life in 
Weak Spot and Nation Is Strug- 
ling to Free Itself of Need of 
American Staple—Great Impetus 
Given to Home Product. 


A. F. CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, May § 18.— 
The Russian cotton industry is feel- 
ing the effects of the abrogation of 


the Russo-American treaty. Russian 


determination to resist influence with 
tefeyence to the Jewish passport 
question is now seen to involve the 
eventuality of trade hostilities with 
America. 

To Russia the most vital article of 
Russo-American trade is cotton. Con- 
sequently when aggressive proposals 
were introduced in the Duma upon 
the heels of the abrogation, public 
opinion, in unison with Baron Knop 
and all other cotton manufacturers 
cried out that reprisals on American 
products would strike mone but the 
Russian consumer. 

The patriotic motto now is to free 
Russia from American cotton. of 
some American farming machines 
she cannot hope to free herself soon 
because of quality. The peasants and 
the opposition vote threw out boun- 
ties for Russian-bullt machines in a 
ministerial bill for farm machines 
manufacture, but the Duma mem- 
bers in the joint committee receded 
from the Duma vote, and the boun- 
ties clause has been restored. Only 
the agrarian and peasant interests 
now might stay the withdrawal ot 
the reduced schedule on foreign ma- 
chinery. Even so, new works are 
Planned at Riga, Kiev and other 
points by German and Russian capi- 


tal. 

A still greater impetus has been 
given to home cotton. The Minister 
of Agriculture, M. Krivoshein, with 
a staff of experts, has completed a 
fortnight'’s tour of inspection in the 
cotton districts of Central Asia. The

IRRIGATION GROWN. 


All Russian cotton in Central Asia 
is irrigation grown, Upon 1,026,000 of 
the total of 3,500,000 acres of irrigat- 
ed land there has been produced, 
roughly, half of the cotton Russia new 
needs. But this area has been pow- 
erless to change the ratio, and has 
barely succeeded in keeping up with 
the demand, Alongside of it, however, 
are 6,000,000 acres of suitable land, 
available for irrigation from the 
waters of the Syr Darya and the 
Oxus, at an estimated expense of 
from $19 to $38 per acre, the work 
to occupy twenty to twenty-five years. 
Causes connected with the cost, the 
requisite technical skill and labor, 
the involved land and water rights 


have hitherto blocked progress. Bills 
pending before the Dyma, or being 
drafted by the Ministry of Agriculture, 
would establish a water law in the 
Turkestan and permit private initia- 
tive and capital to assist the treasury 
in this big undertaking. A contract 
with a Moscow engineer, M. Tchaeff, 
calls for the completion of a canal 
to irrigate 135,000 acres in Samarkand 
province in 1914. The work had been 
advancing slowly for years, when the 
Russo-American events intervened 
and forced the pace. 

A group of Moscow business men, 
headed by M. Kusnetsoff, of the Pere- 
slav! cotton manufacture, who accom- 
panied the Minister on his tour, has 
bid for the irrigation of 540,000 acres 
in the center of Ferghana with the 
waters of the Naryn and Kara-Darva. 
Their Russian and Swiss engineers 
are now rushing the surveys. The 
terms of their offer call for a grant 
of a part ot the irrigated area to the 
company in fee simple or qualified, 
the crown to receive an equal part. 
Three hundred thousand dollars has 
been assigned for study of pro- 
ects, as well as $4,500,000 for canals 
already berun. 


Arys, on the Orenburg-Tashkend line, 
to Verny, in Semiretchensk province, 
726 miles away, has been sanctioned 
by the proper authorities. The plans 
call for its completion in. 1915. It 
could be built in two years. Its ca- 
pacity will be 2,800,000 bushels yearly

CHIEF NEEDS. 
The tour of M. Krivoshein showed 


that the chief needs in Central Asia 


are cheap grain, cheap credit and 
eheap labor. The state and the 
peasants’ banks will now enter the 
field to compete with the Jewish, Ar- 
menian and Tartar bankers and 
agents. In lieu of the available cheap 
Afghan, Kashgar and Chinese labor. 
M. Krivoshein proposes to colonize 
Russians exclusively on the lands te 
be reclaimed by irrigation. 

Cotton is also successfully pushed 
northward in the Caucasus, on land 
not irrigated, and in the Mughamand 
Ml steppes, irrigated from the Aras 
and the Kura. Since 1906 it has 
been planted for experiments in the 
valleys of the Buy and the Dnieper. 
The results show that this ts betani- 
cally possible, but so far, (ommer- 
cially risky or doubttul, on account 
of frosts. — 

Russia has created this entire cot- 
ton production herself. Cotton is 
native in Central Asia, but began 
to be planted regularly as a <rop 
only after the Russian conquest. In 
1884 Morozoff, the cotton manufac- 
turer, of Moscow, was instrumental in 
planting 710 acres with American 
upland seed. In five years the plan- 
tation had been pushed to 118,000 
acres. In the next four years they 
again tripled, and reached 586,000 
acres in 18696. At present the total 
in Central Asia and the Caucasus is 
1,620,000 acres. The most potent fac- 
tor in this growth has been the pro- 
tective duty on cotton, now reaching 
4 roubles 25 kopecks per pud, which 
is about $28 per bale.

EARCH.

Early Egypt. 
{Baltimore American! Prof. 


Flinders Petrie, to whom the world is 
so greatly indebted for many remark- 
able archaelogical discoveries, has 
work in 
Egypt. In the neighborhood of Fa- 
vum last winter he explored the fa- 
mous labyrinth beside the Hawara 
pyramid and found a wealth of mate- 
rial bearing on the history of Egypt 
during the early dynasties. Imbedded 
in the brick core of the pyramid itself 
he found traces of about twenty small 
temples. The principal objects were 
double statues in red granite repre- 
senting the very Pharaoh who had 
constructed the labyrinth. Here Prof. 
Petrie thinks the worship of the croc- 
edile was at its height, under the 
name of Sebek: for there were nu- 
merous statues of this animal god in 
all parts of the interior of the pyra- 
mid. These are the earliest examples 
of animal gods yet discovered. To- 
gether with these statues, he collected 
several new specimens of Egyptian 
lamps, descriptions of which are 
found in Herodotus. These lamps 
were made of limestone, bowl]-shaped. 
By means of salt water, which the 
ancient Egyptians placed into an out- 
er hollow surrounding a central cav- 
ity into which the oil had been 
oe the stone was not penetrated 
by the of! and the water was kept 
from evaporation by the salt. Al- 
together, Prof. Petrie has found this 
last season 200 alabaster vases of 
beautiful workmanship and most II- 
luminating inscriptions. In Memphis; 
he unearthed, bediies, the largest | 
statue known in Alabaster represent- 
ing Rameses II. as a sphinx, weigh- 
ing between seventy and eighty tons. 
This discovery is of much popular in- 
terest, in view of the fact that his- 
terians, as well as archacologists, 
long ago identified this Rameses II

The subject of eugenics is one 
which seems at the present moment 
to supply a certain section of the 
public with an unusually fruitful 
source of conversation, says the De- 
troit News-Tribune. It has for some 
time past been the habit of those 
earnest-minded persons belonging to 
the leisured classes who style them- 
selves “Eugenists” to prove their fit- 
ness for the title by fore-gathering 
once a week in drawing-rooms to 
discuss with other equally public- 
spirited individuals those matters 
dealing with the future of the hu- 
man race, in which we are all more 
or less deeply interested. 

Such questions as the relation of 
heredity to society, of the family to 
the State, race suicide and other cog- 
nate sociological problems, which 
offer so wide a field to the imagi- 
nation and demand such delicacy of 
verbal treatment, are debated with a 
degree of frankness which is singu-| 
larly agreeable in an age when 
Plain speaking is no longer fashion- 
able. 
And however little we may under- 
stand complicated matters of this 
nature, we are all sufficiently in 
Sympathy with the theory of eugenics 
to agree that if only other people— 
and more especially those classes to 
which we do not happen to belong— 
would exercise more prudence in the 
choice of their parents, the effect up- 
on society at large would be vastly 
beneficial. 

It would, however, appear to be of 
little avail to attempt to inculcate 
such a doctrine into the minds of 
the criminal classes; it is sad, but 
true, that, in spite of all one may 
say to them upon the subject, the 
poor creatures display but little in- 
clination to devote their leisure 
hours to the study of eugenics and 
continue to select criminal fathers 
and anemic mothers, regardless 
those duties and responsibilities 
which, as patriots and citizens, ther 
cannot possibly evade. 

Instead, thereof, of attempting to 
proselytize those who stand at the 
bottom of the social ladder, we are 
forced to turn our attention to those 
who have Already reached the top- 
most rungs. And if, even there, we 
find it a tedious task to compel the 
children of the well-to-do to choose 
healthy and high-minded forefathers, 
we can at least try to persuade po- 
tential parents to provide themselves 
with suitable mates.

The red man is no longer a sav- 
age.
